William Luckett, of Philadelphia, 
Pa., aged 23 years, an employe ot the 
General Electiic Co.. of Schenectady, 
N. Y., met d»*Bth jefterdav morning 
about 6:30 o'clock at the substation on 
the Paris and Lexirgtoii interurban 
line near this city, when he came in 
contact with a high tension oketric 
wire. 

Luckett, who was an expert electri- 
cian, had b^en in the employ of the 
electric company fur some time and 
had bean engaged for about five weeks 
with a ftnrca of men in installing a new 
plaat at the snbalation. Yesterday 
morning be waa workmg around mhat 
is known as the high tension oil awitah 
and it ia aapposed lia accidentally came 
in contact with a live wire. 

The current un the switch, it is said, 
had been tamed off at intervals dur- 
infir the morning and that the unfor- 
tunate victim of the accident knew of 
this fact. The last time the current 
was turned on it remained on for fully 
three-quarters of an hour. When 
Luckett came In contact with the elec- 
tric current o3, 000 volts passed through 
his body. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
current was sufficient to produce in- 
s-tant death he was kept alive bv means 
of artificial restoratives for two and 
one -ha If hours, although be was in an 
I nconscious condition doring the en- 
tire time. 

The first that waa known of the acci- 
dent was when workmen who were in 
the same room were attracted by the 
art'ing of the wires and going to inves- 
tigate found the body where it, had fall- 
en when touched by the live wire. In 
the room were four other workmen in- 
cluding the foreman of the electricians 
engaged in installing the plant. 

Luckett waa frightfully burned about 
the body, bia left hip and shoulder 
bearing evidence of the effect of th 
deadly curroBt while his face was 
seared by the heat of the arcing wires 
and ia several places the skin ^wa^ 
broken. 

Several persons who were in the vi- 
cinity stated the Hash produced by the 
contact could be seen for some dis- 
tance from the oower house. 

When the accident occurred Luckett 
was engaged in sandpapering a pari 
of thn brass work near the switch, the 
massive macliinery obscuring him from 
the view of'his fellow workmen. 

Immediately after the discovery of 
the accident was made by the con:i)ar.- 
ions of the unfortunate man, nhvf^ici- 
ans were summoned from this *city, 
Drs. Fithian and Daugherlv respond- 
ing to the call and they administered 
to his injuries until bis.saffwings were 
relieved by death. 

The substation, w' ere the accident 
occurred does not belong to the Ken- 
tucky Traction and Terminal Co.. 
it has not yet been completed and 
! turned over iqr the General Electric
